Subject: 160 Metre Interference

Greetings, Troops! 


This isn't really a BA subject, but I'm putting it here beacuse I know we 
have at least a few 160 metre operators on the system. 


Over the past few months I've noted some beacon station interference on the 
band; NOT the digital beacons you get above 1900 KHz, but the harmonics of long 
wave aviation NDBs (nondirctional beacons). 


These critters are A2 emission (tone modulated telegraphy), and for the most 
part run a power of 25 watts, tho there are a few US ones that run up to 4 Kw. 
They usually identify themselves with a 3 letter location code sent in low 
speed Morse code (usually about 7 WPM), tho two letter, and letter + digit 
identifiers are also used by some sites. 


The first one I encountered was B C K at Black River Falls, WI. The 5th 
harmonic of the fundamental frequency (362 KHz) was putting in a good, solid 
RST 579 at my location (Sun Prairie, WI, about 150 - 200 miles away) on 1810 
KHz. A call to the FCC monitoring station at Allegan, MI verified that THEY 
could hear him too (maybe 350 - 400 miles away?). The ironic part was that 
neither of us could copy the fundamental signal! 


I copied the signal off and on for the next 3 months or so, and got curious 
as to what action (if any) the FCC had taken, so one night when BC K was a 
particularly obnoxious source of interference I called back. This time I gota 
different watch operator, and he claimed that he wasn't surprised that I could 
hear the beacon. After asking what my receiver and antenna were he said that 
even tho B C K was blasting through at my location, he was probably operating 
within legal harmonic radiation specs! He said he'd pass a report to the St. 
Paul FCC office, asking them to look it over with a spectrum analyzer when they 
were in the area. In the meantime, B C K still continues to blow a hole in the 
ham band. 


Does anyone out there know what the 5th harmonic specs are for aviation bea- 
cons? I figure it HAS to be AT LEAST 30 DB down from fundamental, which would 
put the output at 25 milliwatts on 160 metres; not a whole lot of power to be 
reliably read at this distance on 160. The specification for high order harm- 
onics like the 5th is more likely closer to 60 DB down, which would make it a 
whopping 25 MICROWATTS of radiation. If this guy is legal, something doesn't 
compute here; my antenna and an R-390A are pretty good, but they ain't THAT 


damned good! 


Since encountering this one, I've noted another beacon below him, RST 579 
usually. I can't ID this one because his keyer is sending gibberish. Also, at 
1841 KHz I'm hearing the 25 watt airport beacon at Alton, IL. at about 569. 
This one is especially interesting because his assigned frequency is 263 KHz; 
in other words, I'm hearing his SEVENTH harmonic! Again, I couldn't copy his 
fundamental, due to QRM. 


This isn't a receiver glitch; I'm getting identical results on three other 
radios (GPR-90, SP-600JL, Drake R-8). It isn't an antenna abberation, because 
I am copying this on two different T2FDs and a 160 metre Windom (incidentally, 
one of the T2FDs isn't even efficient on this frequency range; it's cut for 
5500 - 27,500 KHz coverage). 


Significantly, I can't copy similar problems with local, or relatively local 
beacons. I have MSN (Truax Field, Madison WI. / 400 KHz / 25 watts) practically 
in my back yard (within 5 miles). It puts in ONE HELL of a hot fundamental, but 
NO discernable odd order harmonics at my location, checking out to the 9th. 


Is anyone else out there in modemland hearing this kind of stuff? I'd be 
surprised if no one else is. 


Does ARRL still run an Intruder Watch program? Can it deal with this mess? 


Who licenses these damned things? Is it FCC or FAA? Which is responsible 
for maintaining technical standards?

To that I would add that if you buy from and advertisement that comes via 
the US Mail, such as in a magazine, HTYS, Gray Sheets, etc., and/or you 
send payment via the US Mail and there's alleged fraud involved, report 
the facts (with copies of documentation including the cancelled check, 
copies of the post offtice receipt, etc.) to the Postal Inspection 
Service. Most people aren't aware that they hav e jurisdiction, but they 
do. 


Also you might consider informeing the police or county prosecutor in the 
seller's home town. Having a local cop knock on the seller's door can go 
a long way toward getting the problem resolved. 


We've covered this before, but the Postal Inspectors have limited 
manpower and resources, so they may not investigate unless there's a 
significant amount of money involved and/or the target individual has a 
history of complaints. Of course even if they don't do anything, there 
won't be a history of complaints unless complaints are made, so the next 
guy down the line won't get any action either. 


I would hesitate at posting notices in public forums, or be very careful 
of what I said. What if the seller beats the rap? That makes him legally 
innocent and you might be out on a limb without a paddle. I think that 
I'd consult an attorney before I said anything publically.

In use, though, the Collins rigs proved their worth and the 
Eldico's just didn't hold up to heavy use and, in my buddy's 
opinion, were just not the rigs the S-line was. A series was made, 
used, and panned by the military and the Collins sets attained 
their status by the satisfaction of the operators. 


Remember, this is only the reflections of a friend of mine who was 
a ham in the early 50's, was in the Army at the same time, and 
actually used this stuff when it was new. Bill was also stationed 
in Japan when Yaesu and Icom first started producing amateur 
related gear. At this time he made friends with, was it 
Hassegawa?( I think I remember that being the name of the head of 
Yaesu, if not, forgive me! I am operating from an old RAM cache) 
of Yaesu and Inoue of Icom and got to play with some of 

the prototypical Jap rigs of the sixties.

The list is now filled with various grading systems borrowed from other 
collector disciplines. Regardless of the system followed, I have found 

the following to be an effective way to accurately determine the 

condition of a piece of amateur gear, based on the simple premise that if 

a direct and detailed question is asked of the average (boatanchor) amateur, 
you will receive a truthful answer. 


Always make a final decision after one or more phone calls to the seller 
at which time you ask him to take the phone call where he can see the 
equipment. Ask in detail about scratches, dings, etc. on the front 
panel. Ask the same detailed questions about the case and ask about 
corrosion or rust of any component (even a Valiant can be checked out 
with a strong light through the perforated case). Ask if the unit has 
been repainted. 


That takes you through the cosmetic part of the questions. I ama user 
as well as a collector but I believe that cosmetic appearance is of 
paramount importance in collecting both cameras (which I do) and radios. 
Components can be replaced, mechanisms repaired, switches deoxidized but 
there is no reasonable way to restore the appearance of such rigs as the 
National 183D anf the Hallicrafters SX-115. 


Ask about the history of the rig. Has the present owner had the unit on 
the air; are there any missing or damaged internal components? Remember 
that you can repair tube radios when you make a final decision. 


The above simple system has worked for me: an amateur looking at the rig 
will almost always give a truthful and detailed response. Ask him for 
the names of other buyers that he has recently dealt with. Most 

radio trades go bad because the buyer forgets to ask important questions! 


If the trade goes bad, try to straighten it out with the seller first and 
then consider a post to the group complaining about the transaction 
(please, no flames). As an example, I picked up several radios from Ray 


Sumperl who is on this list from time to time; that gentleman honestly 
represented his equipment and I was extremely pleased with the transaction.

You make excellent points and what you've suggested should probably be 
broken down into a checklist for what to ask on the phone. (I wish I had 
done what you suggested before making a certain purchase last year.) 
However, it would appear that you're a more serious collector than me and 
you know a lot more about particular rigs' specifics. Several of my 
"collection" are things that I've always wanted, but couldn't afford when 
they were on the store shelves and before I bought them. Having only been 
pictures in a catalogue, I never had any idea what parts should have been 
asked about. 


The intent in my suggesting this exercise is to get some of the folks here 
together to come up with a universally accepted grading system that is 
easily understood by the casual trader on both ends. It would be nice to 


be able to go down the list and see "BA very good" or a variation on that 
and know what it means before investing in a game of telephone tag. (It 
seems that nobody is EVER at home when I call!) 


I'm sure that those who've been making suggestions would appreciate your 
input. You sound like you know what you're talking about.

ON EQUIPMENT GRADING 
This is going to be a little long, but very important. You might want to 
save or print it for later reading. 


Nick England <nick@cs.unc.edu> suggested a system I like very much. 
I'd like to suggest a few mods to "focus-in" on a good, simple system. 


I know these standards may seem stringent to some, loose to others. 

Mostly it depends on how stubbornly they insist their VERY GOOD 

radios are really MINT :-) 

It is to all our benefit that we have a well-defined, tough set of standards. 
Standards that are too loose invite sloppy grading, especially at the top. 
Sloppy grading with devalue ALL our rigs! I hope these suggests may 

be thoughtfully "honed" by our membership into a simple, workable system. 


>MINT - Brand new, absolutely unmarred, all original and unused. 

> This means new in original box, never been used, complete with 

>documentation or accessories that were standard with the equipment. 
I think we should drop the requirement for boxes or accessories, 
which should be considered a nice plus. The focus is the rig, 
and the rig must be shiny/new unmarred original. 


>LIKE NEW - free of any blemishes, nicks or scratches; original condition 
>throughout; very little sign of use. no modifications of any kind. 
> Typically a rig that was stored in the attic or dry basement 
>for the last 20 years. or was a "second" rig in the shack adn had little 
>or no use. 

This rig shows handling. Slightly duller-then-new paint and slight 


thining (no chips/scratches) and very light dust. This is the 
"Top-of-The-Line" for any restoration. 
Restorations can never be "MINT". 


>EXCELLENT - minute nicks or scratches; no dents or rust. Only industry 
>approved modifications and updates. 
> This is what your better radios look like and typically 
>would be the high water mark in your average collectors shack 
I think we need to add: No nicks or scratches on front control panels. 
We also need to define "minute" as any nick, scratch or chip 
less then 2mm wide and less then 1/3 inch long. 
Not more then 3 dings per cabinet panel or 7 total. This kind of 
detail is required since there is always some clown who will sell you 
a radio with an inch-wide dig in it and call it "minute!" 


>VERY GOOD - few scratches, exceptionally clean, no dents or rust. 
>Industry approved and reasonable modifications and updates. 
> This is an area where the number of rigs that fit this 
>description picks up dramatically. It is also the area where the 
>cosmetic appearance fits the description, but what is inside the case 
>does not. So the buyer has to beware. 
Add: Reasonable replacement meters that have not altered the 
front panel metal in any way OK. 
Here's where things start to get "tricky." I suggest we drop the 
"exceptionally clean" since this really belongs in the previous 
catagory. VERY GOOD can be "clean", as in no corrosion, 
cigarette tar stains, coffee stains, solder burns or water marks. 
Nicks, chips and scratchs to be no more then 3mm wide or 1 inch long. 
Not more then one nick/chip/crack on a front control panel. 
Not more then 5 nick/chip/scratches per cabinet panel or 10 total. 


ALL RADIOS ABOVE THIS LEVEL MUST WORK CORRECTLY IN ALL 

RESPECTS, SAVE NEEDING AN ALIGNMENT (OLD STUFF DRIFTS). 

All cosmetic requirements above also apply to the chassis. A clean 
chassis is usually a working chassis. 

Alternately, we could come-up with a seperate scale for the electronics, 
but I think we should keep this simple. If you want to sell your 
EXCELLENT DX100B as EXCELLENT, then £ix it! 


>GOOD - scratches, small dents, dirty. Electronically sound, but not 
>perfect. May not be tuned to peak performance. 
> This describes 50% of the used gear sold. Easier to tell from 
>(previous grade) and might be missing the documentation. 
Add: Not more then 15% of original finish missing. 
No missing panels or burned-out power transformers. 
Not more then 10% of the original knobs missing. 
Reasonable replacements for front panel meters 
are OK as long as any mounting holes can reasonably 


be filled and painted over. 
All unoriginal holes to be reasonably restorable by 
patching/filling and repainting to an original appearance. 
This means all the pieces are there and if you plug it in, 
it works, although not ness. up to spec. A "small" dent 
is one that can be corrected by the average 
ham using hand tools and reasonable care. If you dropped 
a bowling ball on top of your MINT Ranger, it just became 
"FAIR!" In that event, I suggest finding an "EXCELLENT" 
new case. 


>FAIR - well-scratched, chipped, dented, rusted, or warped condition. May 
>not be in working condition. 
> This is what you see at most flea markets when it is sold 
>from the trunk of a car. expect the rig to require electrical and 
>mechanical repair to get on the air...buyer must beware not to pay high 
>prices for this class of equipment. it is very easy to underestimate the 
>cost of restoration. 

The best way to tell a FAIR radio from a POOR one is that 

a FAIR radio can be restored without buying one or two 

hulks for front panels, etc. You should expect to need 

some parts and it probably doesn't play, but you can restore it. 


>POOR - beat up junk condition, some usable parts. electrically dead 
> Broken knobs, burned out or missing parts. Usually requires two 
>or three other POOR rigs to make a good one. However this is the stuff 
>restoration dreams are made of! 
Parts hulks and those rigs requiring you to purchase one or two 
more to make a good one. 


>REFINISHING AND RESTORATION 


>1. No radio should be refinished to represent something that it was not 
> originally. 
Exception: Impossible to find units may be replicated, 
and these units must be clearly and unmistakably marked 
"REPLICA". 
If I modifiy my DX100 to a 100B standard, it is NOT 
a 100B. It is a REPLICA! 


>2. All radios which are restored (in paint), to original condition, or 
>refinished in other than original paint should be permanently marked as 
>such and by whom. 
It is acceptable and preferable to put this marking in a place 
that doesn't show to casual inspection, like the inside of a lid. 
There is no shame in a skillful restoration and consideable 


value to be gained! Creat your own "craftsman's mark." 
Who knows? People may someday crave xYOUR*x specific 
restorations! Remember we are only temporary custodians 
of these works of art. 


>3. Any parts made as substitutes from original parts should be properly 
>dentified as to manufacturer, and such replacement parts or any 
>non-original parts should be noted when an item is offered for sale. 
We need to standardize and simplify this. The manufacturer of 
any part is usually stamped on the part. Mark xANY*x unoriginal 
part with a small daub of red paint. Tell the prospective purchaser 
that the unit is a restoration. MOST of our units are going to be 
"restored to EXCELLENT" or "restored to VERY GOOD", and there's 
nothing wrong with that.
